Ls J. Beagle, now a caplinlist of this eity,
was then deputy sheriff of Neosho couniy,
and was in command of the posse that ac-
companied Colonel York in the search for
his brother, Dr. York. Mr. Beagle says
that the Henders were never lynched. He
says that there was a large reward offered
for the Benders, dead or alive, and that
the man or men who killed the Benders
would not only have taken the reward,
but, with the e@citiment that wuas rife at

that time, would have been made he-
roes of.
“Jim"” Newberry, then marshal of Ft,

Bcott; C, J. Peckham of Independence and

Presldent Caatro s a most remarkabla
man or he never could stave off trouble
ns he dows.
